He should have been displaced 
long ago, and we sincerely hope that no 
feeling of personal friendship will inter- 
pose to prevent the President trom dis- 
gracing him. The Commissioners, in their 
efforts to serve the Indians taithfully and 
honestly, are entitled to the hearty sym- 
pathy and co-operation of the Indian 
Bureau, and until they have these they 
will de subjected to conunual annoyance.

Shall wae — Not the Public Market 
des be Tors Awart 

Mr. sina presented a petition in the lower 
board of the Council last night from a large 
number of citizens in the vicinity of the mar- 
ket-house on Market street, bet seen Tenth 
and Eieventh, askieg that said building be 
sold and removed. On the other hand, Mr. 
J¢fferecn presented a petition from about fifty. 
citizens near the market~bouse on Market, 
between Floyd and Preston, begging that it 
be allowed to stand, and one from the same 


. neigbborbood was presented by Mr. Veraced, 


of fifty-five lot owners, of hem thirty-eight 
are in faver of the sale and removal and ser 
enteen opposed. 

On the question as to whether these nui- 
sat ces should come toppling or not, Mr. Jet- 
ferson imtroduced an amendment, so far es 
the Preston and Floyd house was coscerned, 
providing that the same should not be sold 
until a suitable one was erected in its stead 
convenient to the neighborhood, and a mo- 
tion to lay the amendment on the table was 
rejected. 

Mr. Verboefl stated that at first the people 
were oppoeed to the tearing down, but siace 


further reflection their opinions bad under- 


gore a change. He was opposed to the mo- 
tion to adopt the smendment, for it was not 
provided who was to build the house. rne 
city wished to go out of the market business 
as it did not pey. He thought private indi- 
viduals would go to work at once, as 800u as 
these houses were toro down, to erect others, 


- He smelt eomething of advancing the private 


interests of some person or persons in this 
matter. 

Meesrs. McCullough and Jefferson also 
spoke on the amendment. The latter did not 
ui derstand Mr. Verboefl’s msinuation of fos- 
tering private interests. It was bis duty to 
protect tbe market fecilities of his consti'- 
ue.ts. On motion to adopt the amendment, 
it wes carried by one mejority. The same 
ameuoment was offered by Mr. McCullough 
to be imseried for the Teath-:treet market, 
and Jost. 

The ordinance, therefore, as adopted, pro- 
vider, so far as the Prestou and Floyd Market 
house i concerned, that the aforesaid 
market-house shall be sold by the Mayor, at 
public outery, to the highest bidder, ia the 
month of Juunary, 1872, the purchaser to re- 
move the samein sixty days; provided, that, 
unless a pew market-house is erected in the 
vicinity of the old one, thé same shail not be 
removed. Mr Wehmhoff thought that under 
this ordinance the market houses would vot 
be torn down in ten years. No man in the 
city would be fool enough to go to work 
arectu g a bew boure until the old ones were 
tora down. He did not believe in the half 
way business. Mesere. Phil, German and 
Ainslie took the same ground. 

Tbe vote adopting the amendment as ap- 
plied to Preston and Floyd house was, on mo- 
tion, taken over, and resulted in the amend- 
ment being lost. Just atethis point a majority 
of the members scemed lost also, when the 
original ordinance, without the amendment, 
was adopted on the call of the yeas and nays. 
The President, Mr. Long, on the motion to 
adopt the amendment so fac as tho Tenth- 
strcet market-house ise concersed, changed 
his vote, after it was lost, from the affirma- 
tive to the negative, in order to move for a re- 
cousideration at the next meeting. And thus 
the vexed question is not yet settled. 

During the calls of previous questions; mo- 
tiovs to reconsider; adoptions and rejections 
of the same smendment; with advancing, re- 
treating, marching, and counter-marching, 
the ma:ket-houses became eo entangled that 
the only safe plan left is to tear mem down 
at d begin abe.
